The loglonl source of Information “n
the matter, Jamea T. MeCrudden, noting
noslutant chisf of the Division of Sunjy-
tion of the Rureaun of Health, was nahad
what squipment his divislon had at e
disposal to fight the mosquito pest. Hig
reply, In writing, showed that $30.8 repe
resenitn the value of the entire equipment

now operated by the divislon, and that iy

conaista of four {tema, namely 7 barrels
of oll, 8 ofl cans, 1 oll sprinklers and §
oll wpraysre. There are two Inspsciery
employed for the Investigation and abuie.
ment of the nulsance, ons being asslgned
to all territory north of Market street gnd
the other to all tervitory south of thet
atreet,

The employlng of additional Inspectors
there should be wsix in the opinion of
Assintant Director of the Hureau of
Health Lees, and the buying of adequats
equipment ts rendered Imposaible becauns
no money for the purpose has been appro-
priated or in otherwise avallable,

That work which has been done by the
division in fghting mosquitoes thin year
wns made possible by a windfall, which
occurred when the Emergency Ald Com-
nilttee offered the division the servicen
of a foree of men which they had heen
ennbled to employ by an appropriation of
Counclls to relleve the great suffering
pmong the unemployed of the city, The
men were put te work filling ponds, dig-
ping ditches and laving terra  cotla
draine, and accomplished work wvalued
nt $1.123.10 toward the extermination of
mosquitoen, and were paldl' by the Emers
genay Ald Committee through the Divi.
nlon of Banitation

Mr. MeCrudden has also had at his
disposa! two teams assnigned to him tem-
porarily (rom the Medieal Division of
the Bureau of Health to use In spraying
pouds nand swamps. In winter these are
peed ax disinfectors’ wagons, At a lb-
ersl estimate this !tem might be valued
at £500 for the summer, which would
bring the total of equipment and work
necomplished (Including the Emorgency
Ald donation) to $.06L0 for the division.

When asked what sum he thought
necesknry to the abutement of the mos-
guitn pent, Mr. MoCrudden said:

“T would recommend that the entlre
responsibllity for the slimination of mos.
quitoes In the eity shall be put In charge
of ene DLureau. I belleve that it Is the
function of tha Heanlth Bureau to have
charge of such work, and that it should
have the sum of 0,000 available ane
nually to ellminate mosquitoes.””

The reference 1o the fixing of respon-
sipility upon one bureau, It was found,
was ocvcnsioned by the work which has
been undertaken by the Bureau of High=
WayR which, through appropriations
minde to the Department of Public Works,
hus beon enabled to repair road ditches,
maintain canale In the southern sectlon
of the city und to oil certanin ronds and
city inleta In south and West Philadel-
phia.

Aceurding to  Director Zlegler, of the
Pureau of Health, and Assistant Director
Lees, the work of flghting mosgultoes has
been made exceedingly difficult by the
excessive quantities of rain. but It is not
denfed that with sufficlent equipment
and the necessary funds the pest might
have been abated to o negligibhle figure,
Director Ziegler reports that there are
2% ponds remaining In the ecity, which
the bureaun ofls to the best of ts ahility
viith the money and men put at lts dis-
peeal by the Emergency Ald Commit-
tee. The following summary of mosquitos
Lreeding ponds abandoned during the
vear up 1o the present time Is given out
by the Director:
